In the same year, the Nilfgaardian Empire would send a delegation to the islands for its 
part. And later, in 1265, even the Nilfgaardian Military Intelligence would adopt the orions, 
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within their ranks. 


Fabio Sachs Expedition 


Fabio Sachs’ expedition to the Far East was the first contact between the Nordlings and the 
Okamese. A contact that turned out to be of a semi-hostile nature, due to the situation the

Haaki - Okamese Wars 


The Haaki - Okamese Wars were a series of conflicts that took place at the same time as The 
Century War. These consisted of the support provided by the various Okamese clans to the 


Ultarese to help them to defend from the Haakis, who wanted to take over that territory to 


further expand their empire. 


The Century War 


The Century War, was a conflict that began in the Okami Islands, time after the Okami Civil 


War, specifically in the year 1300 and lasted, as its name indicates, until the year 1400. 


In this conflict, after the death of the last emperor of the Great Dynasty ( the first dynasty 
that existed in the Okami Islands ), several clans fought against each other, to reach power 
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Second Conjunction of the Spheres 


During the Second Conjunction, in 1358, there were no major changes on the islands. Only

Flora 


The flora of the Okami Islands is characterized by being enormously exuberant and varied, 
with up to 6000 native plants. This derives from the climatic diversity of the Okamese 
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summers. 


Fauna 


Compared to its lush flora, Okamese Empire's fauna is more scarce, although it has at least 


1500 species of mammals, 800 species of birds and a wide variety of reptiles, batrachians 
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Ecology 


Almost 80% of the Okamese Empire's surface is covered by forests. The predominant tree 
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m in height. Other notable evergreens are spruce and many varieties of fir.

In the Okami Islands, mountain forests predominate, which vary according to altitude. 


Alpine zone: Above the forest limit at an altitude of more than 2500 m, the alpine 
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Subalpine zone: Evergreen coniferous forests, especially firs. 


Mountain zone: Beech, mizunara and other deciduous forests between 700 and 1500

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Monsters 


As in the case of the non-human races, the monsters of the Okami Islands are also unique, 
those that are not are stronger variations of monsters in other regions. An example of this 
is the Okamese Ghouls, Okamese Manticores, or even the Okamese Dragons, which are a 


variation of the Eastern Dragons and live with they in the same territory. 
A branch of the Tdet vampire tribe lives in the Okami Islands, known as the Nure.

The situation of non-humans in the Okami Islands is similar to that in the North, although 
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they are generally considered second or third class citizens. 


With regard to the types of non-humans in the region, as most are unique to that area, they 
are not isolated in reserves as may be the case with certain groups in the North, but they do 


live in ghettos. With the exception of those who have chosen to serve powerful clans. 
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Yokais 


Yokais is a derogatory term, used by the Okamese to classify non-humans and monsters. 
The Yokais, can be classified into two types. The bad ones ( Those who do not submit to 


humans ) and the good ones ( Those who serve humans ). 


Outside the Okami Islands, this term is applied differently and refers to monsters that are 


unique to that region or to the Okamese Empire.
